ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE 


A radio-frequency receiver circxiitry includes a down-converter circuitry, an analog-to- 
digital converter circuitry, and a DC offset reduction circuitry. The down-converter circuitry 
5 accepts a received radio-frequency signal and processes the radio-frequency signal to provide an 
in-phase down-converted signal and a quadrature down-converted signal to the analog-to-digital 
converter circuitry. The analog-to-digital converter circuitry converts the in-phase and 
quadrature down-converted signals to an in-phase digital output signal and a quadrature digital 
output signal, respectively. The DC offset reduction circuitry couples to the analog-to-digital 
%l 0 converter circuitry, and tends to reduce a DC offset transmitted to the in-phase and quadrature 
iji digital ou^ut signals. 
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
